V A Proclamation for ſetling the Company of 


A pothecaries of London, And for reforming abuſes in that Art. 


N of Our Subiects, wee thought fit, vpon great aduile, to ſeparate 

the Apothecaries of London, from the Company of Gꝛoters, and 
ſundꝛy others, whereofthey had fozmerly beene Members, foz that 
it was conuentent, that that Company ſhould haue a ſpeciall rela- 
tion and dependantie bpon the Colledge of Phiſitians, and in that 
77} reſpect differed from the generall caſe of other Companies, and 
— thereupon did by Our Charter, bnder Our great Seale of Eng- 
land, incoꝛpoꝛate the Apothecaries into one Bodie, diſtinct and ſeparate from allother Sotie⸗ 
ties in London: whereby we did alſo inueſt them with diuers powers and pꝛiuiledges, foꝛ the 
rectifying and well ozdering of that Art and Facultie, which fozmerly had beene pꝛomilcu⸗ 
ouſly aſſumed and taken vp by ſundꝛy Emperitkes, and vnexpert verſons. with no ſmall dan- 
ger to the life and bodies of Our Subiects. And whereas the ſad Company of Apothecaries, 
accozding to the power to them given by O ur ſaid Charter, haue made and ſet downe, by 
the aduile ofthe learned Phyſitians, ſundꝛy good and wholeſome acts and oꝛdinantes, fozthe 
good gouernment of the ſaid Company , c foꝛ redꝛeſſe ofthe abuſes heretofoze pzactiled in that 
Art: which laid ozdinances haue beene ſithence duly appꝛoued of by Our Chanceloz of Eng⸗ 
land, late Zreaſurer, and the chicfke Juſtice of Our Bench, attoꝛding to the Statutes in that 
caſe pꝛouided. And whereas by Our pꝛoclamation, dated the ſire and twentieth day ol 
Aprill, in the ſixteenth yeere of Our Reigne of England, wee declared Qur Koyall pleaſure 
touchinga booke compiled by the Colledge of Phyſitians of London, (now the ſecond time 
reviewed, cozrected, andimpzinted)entitled Pharmacopœia Londinenſis; whereby to auoyd the 
various foꝛmes ofcompounding Medicines, then vled accozdingto each mans fantie, Mee re- 
quired all Apothecaries to compoundand make their Meditines 02 medicinable Recepits, and 
to diſtill all Oyles, Waters, and Extractions therin mentioned after thole wapes and meanes 
onely p2eſcribed by the laid Booke. y which Pzoclamatton allo (the better to ſecure Our 
Subiects from the danger of vnſkilfull Artiſts) wee ſtraitly commanded, Thatnoperſon of 
any Art oꝛ pꝛofeſſion, (other then the ſaid Apothetaries lo incozpozated) ſhould put toſale any 
phyſicall Compoſition pꝛeltribed by the ſaidBooke, noꝛ any other Medicine,Within thecity of 
London, oꝛ ſeuen miles thereof. 

Wee therefoze minding that Our ſaid Charter and Pꝛotlamation, together with the 
ſatd oꝛdinantes, and laſt impꝛinted Booke,ſhould be hereafter fully and duely oblerued, haue 
Hought fit eftſoones to expꝛeſſe Our leife and Royall pleaſure therein, hereby ſtraightly char- 
Ting and commanding, That no perſon oz perſons whatſoener , ſhall ſell, compound, oz

thetaries onely as either now are. oꝛ hereafter ſhall be Members and Freemen of the ſayd 
Companp, and ſhall embꝛate the bentlite of Our laid Charter, and confozme themſelues there⸗ 
vnto, and to the Oꝛdinantes of the laid Company, and ſhall take the Sath thereby appointed 
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make any Pedicine oꝛ medicinable Receipt; noꝛ ſhill tell o: diſtlll any oyles, waters, oꝛ other 
Extractions, to put tofale within our ritie of London, a ſtuen miles thereof, but luth Apo- 


to euery member thereof, foz the obleruation of the ſald Sꝛdinantes, and pꝛattiſe of the ſayde 
Art, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties as by the Lawes and Statutes 
ofthis Our Realme,oz by Our Pꝛerogatiue Nopall, may be inflicted on ſuch offendozs in Our 


high Court of Star - chamber, foz their contempt of Our will and commandement, in acaſe 


of this nature and conſequence, wherein We will expect and require all ſtrict tonfoꝛmitie and 
obedience. And neuerthelelle, foꝛalmuch as an ozder (bpon deliberate hearing) hath beene 
lately tonteiued, and let downe betweene the Gꝛoters and Apothetaries of London, by ver⸗ 


tue ofa Reference from Us, to Our Chanceloz of England, che Earle of Suffolke Our late 


Lo2d Treaſurer, the Loꝛd Stewardof Our Houſhold, the Earle of Kelley ,the Chancelozof 
Our Exchequer, Our two chiele Juſtites, Our Atturney and Dollicitoz general, to whom 
wee referred the hearing, ozdering, and ending of ſundzy differences, foz the letling and re⸗ 


tontiling of the laid diſterentes betweene the ſaid Gzocers and Apothecaries: To che end 


therefoze, thatall complaints and differences betweene them, may hereafter be fully and fi- 
nally determined: wee doe hereby ratifie and confirme the ſaid oꝛder, and doe like wile de- 


clare and erplane, that Our ſaid Charter, Pꝛotlamation, and fozmer reſtraint ſhall be put in 
execution, actoꝛdingto the limitations, and qualifications ofthe ſaid laſt ozder, which we haue 


giuen direction foozthwith to be enrolledin Our Court of Chancerie: And doe further ſtrait- 


ly charge and command all, and eyery perfon and perſons whatſoeuer, whom it may con- 
terne, that they, and enery one of them duely oblerue the lame, vnder the like penalties herein 


befoze mentioned: And that no perſon, of what condition ſoeuer, pzeſume hereafter by Peti⸗ 
tion, oz otherwile to moue oꝛ trouble Us, foz alteration ofthe ſaid oꝛder, oz any part thereof, 
beeing ſo deliberately and aduſſedly ſet downe as afozeſayd, wee beeing fully reſolued with 
Our ſelfe, ſeuerely to puniſh all ſuch perſons, which out of their contentious oꝛ refractoꝛie ſpi⸗ 


rits, ſhall attempt to infringe the ſame, bpon any colour oz pꝛetext whatſoeuer. And laſtly, 
Wee will and require all Matozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Head- 


boꝛoughes, and other Our officers and Miniſters, to be ayding and aſſiſtingtothe Maſter, 


Wardens, and Alliſtants ofthe Apothetaries of London, in the execution ofthis Qurleruice, 


as they tender the lame, and will anſwere foꝛ the contrarie. 
Giuen at Salisburie the fourth day of Auguſt, in the eighteenth yeere of Our Reigne of Great 
Britaine, France and Ireland.
